Each sot ronsisU of four cards, 
Of tiiese the first asliii for information 
on the mileage of dUTerent elaesea of 
roada in the eoanty to which it is sent 
The mileage doon not include, of coursf' 
filrorts ill I'ltion :iihl ti>wiis. The roadi 
are divided into teu classea, aa follows: 
briek paved, concrete, mMadhaa with

These expectations are said tu amount 
to demanda aa ragarding Treat, Triest, 
latria and Flame. In eonneotlon with 
ahowing the true aignifeance of auch 
deniHuds, how great is the payment <ie 
manded by Italy for her continued neu- 
trality, the National Oeographie Soci 
ety, following ita descrlptioc of Triest, 
issued today a statement dealing with 
Kiiinie, the aole seaport of the kingdom 
ot Hungary. The statement reada: 

" Austria-Uungary carries on its bust 
nes8 with the oataido world tliiuuj^h its 
great porta, Trieat and Fiume. The fu 
ture of ita over-aeae eommoree ia largely 
bound up with tho de\ olo|>iiient of these 
cities; for Triest and Fiuiiic are the 
New York and Boston of Austria Hun- 
gary, or, better, they ara the dual mon 
ntchy'a Hamburg and Bremen. Finnic 
is th(5 only outlet "I' the llnnv'niian 
kingdom tu free water, and the liun- 
gurians have spent millions uf dollars la 
their endeavor to make it a model port. 
The great Austrian port and the Hun 
garian port are keen rivals, and, during 
the last few years, Flume has grown 
«omewbat at the coat of its norther<! 
neighbor. 

"Owing to the dee|i interest which 
the Hungarians take in their coaat city, 
the buainesa of Fiume haa grown rapid 
ly. Tkere are aeveral harbora; one for 

coasting \ossoN, oiio for timber, and v 
general harbor, begun iu 1M72, and cap- 
able of accommodating about 800 large 
vessels. It is protected by a break 

water more thiin half a mile in length,

iiuire than two miles long. The wharve^' 
and elevators are equip|ied in the most 
up t(. ilato fa-liion for the handling o! 
a iin^c inllow and outflow of trade. The 
water front, as the rent of the city, i« 
llghted by electricity. 

"In 1010, Fiume waa entered by 17, 
Sso vessels of 3,031,881 tots. In «p 
proximate figures, ita business tutalcl 
$53,000,000, divided into an export buai- 
aess of $35,000,000 and an import trado 
of $20,000,000. Its trade is thus abou- 
one half that of the port of S:iii Fr.iii 
ciaco. Its exports consist chiefly uf tho' 
agricultural products of ITnngHry, grain. 
Ilour^ su^'.ir, tiiiilii'r, horses, and >,iiiii- 
iiiaiiufact urod wares. The principal im- 
ports aro coal, wine, rice, varioua min- 
urala, fruit, jute, chemicala, oils and 
tobacco. There are several industrial 
eatablishmeuts in the city, mnong them 
Whitehead 'a torpedo factory, a lurgi 
paper mill, a royal tobaeco factory, Aou. 
mills, taaaerlea aad rope factories, Th^- 
flsheries of the city are im|iortant, Quar- 
nero (iulf being filled with food fishes. 

"Fiume ia pietureoquely aitnated at 
the head of the Onlf of Quarnero, at the 
soutliern b.isp of tho Istrian triangle, 
forty miles southeast of Trieat, or about 
seventy miles away by the rallroa.i 
through the mouatalnoua coastlanJ. 
The city haa more than 30,000 popu 
lation. Tho Italians constitute fh ■ 
largeot l>art of the populace,, and, to- 
gether with the Slavonlaaa, eomprlae 
about ninety per aont. Qeographically 
Piume belouga to Croatia. In 1870, bow 
owr, it Anally became ii part of the 
Huugv'iaa kingdom. The italiana, who 
favor the Hungariaaa aa oppooad to the 
Slavonians, nro prnctically in COBtrol 
of tho city's ailniiiiistrutiun. 

"Fiume occupies seven square miles 
of land carved out of Croatia. Around 
its water-front there Is a narrow, level 
plain upon which the new to'wn is built 
with ita cunvonieut, modern grouuil 
plan, fine bnsineoe atructarea and gen 
erally aubstantial architecture. The old 
town climbs the hilla back from the 
shuro, struggling in a quaiat diaordcr 
of Irregular, narrow atraeta ahd bap- 
faaxard henea. Viewa of the city and 
its aurroundin;,'s from tho deck 01" ,iii 
approaching steanior ore delightful, and 
there are a number of pleasant tours to 
bo made in the neighborhood. FInme 
has been Austrian since 1471."
